FOR several days now the impor­ 
tance of the Allied war of the 
air over Europe has been ham 
■ mered persistently on from Wash­ 
ington, England and North Africa 
Ut an unusual volume of studied 
information. 
Fascinating 
facts 
about 
the 
striking Allied achievements have 
been disclosed, but the equally 
fascinating question of why the 
numerous statements have been 
issued remains unanswered offi­ 
cially. 
However, it would seem for one 
thing that the material is calcu­ 
lated to explain satisfactorily the 
American loss of 60 Fortresses 
and 693 men in last week’s raid 
over Schweinfurt, Germany. 
It also might be intended to 
emphasise the necessity of great 
air preparation before the estab­ 
lishment at 
that 
second 
front 
which the Russians are demand­ 
ing. 
Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of the 
U. S. army air forces, returned 
the subject Monday in a protract­ 
ed press conference in Washing 
ton. 
He gave a broad survey of th® 
air situation, although his talk 
was pegged on the Schweinfurt 
raid. He hailed the achievements 
of American airmen as overwhelm 
ingly justifying the cost in men 
and money. 
r 


HE general said the main ob­ 
jective of the Allied air war 
ever Europe is to make it easier 
for ground troops to go in for the 
final dash and eave thousands of 
fives. There we have a point which 
obviously is of great importance 
to the Moscow discussions. 
He added that second only to 
the bombing of specific objectives 
is the aim to destroy the German 
air force. This point also has 
been stressed from England, dis 
closing that the Anglo-American 
air forces now are making a spe­ 
cial drive to render Hitler’s Luft­ 
waffe helpless. 
The theory Is, of course, that 
sinoe the Nazi air force is Hit 
fer’s chief weapon against bomb­ 
ing, he will be fairly impotent if 
it is smashed. 
This will expedite the destruc 
tion of that portion of Germany’s 
War production which still remains 
effective. Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Anderson of the American bomber 
command in England sums up the 
thing like this: 
“You’ve got to tear down the 
wall to get at the apple. Our aim 
is to get the German air force out 
of the war first." 
ANDERSON also disclosed that 
aerial bombardment has* halt­ 
ed the expansion of Hitler’s air 
force through new production — 
an 
amazing 
performance 
which 
will shorten the war immeasurably 
The fuehrer has come down to 
the point of living off his own 
fat, that is, his reserves in war 
planes. Those In due course will 
be shot down or destroyed on the 
ground by bombing. 
However, the main attack on the 
Luftwaffe is by Indirection. It’s 
against airplane plants and lac 
tories manufacturing parts essen 
tial to planes. In other words, we 
are destroying at the source. 
The terrific American bomber 
assault on the ball bearing plant 
at Schweinfurt was in this cate­ 
gory. As Gen. Arnold remarked 
the other day, it “struck a heart 
damaging 
blow 
to 
the 
entire 
German war production and ma 
chinery maintenance program." 
This is so because some 75 per 
cent of the ball bearings made in 
Germany 
were 
manufactured 
in 
this great plant, and all types of 
moving machinery like airplanes, 
tanks, trucks and what not are 
dependent on ball bearings.

LONDON, Oct. 19—The Germans 
reported rushing reinforce­ 
ments from their Crimean man 
power reservoir today in a des 
perate attem pt to hold the south 
Ukraine stronghold of Melitopol 
In the face of Russian offensives 
from the east abd north aimed at 
cracking that gateway to the Cli 
mea and engulfing the hundreds 
of thousands of Nail troops In the 
great peninsula. 
B o a t of the bitterest fighting 
of the war la raging inside Melito­ 
pol itself, the Russians said. Red 
arm y shock • spearheads, battling 
with bayonets and grenades in a 
blinding dust storm, inched their 
way through a formidable m ise of 
blockhouses and street defenses,* a 
Soviet communique said. 
Crack Russian divisions under 
Gen. Rodion T. Malinovsky, having 
battered their way more than four 
miles deeper into the Dnieper river 
bend from captured Zaporozhe to 
flank the Nazi armies in that sal­ 
ient, are pounding southward to­ 
ward a probable Juncture with Gen.

Berlin said that more than 300,-

Labor sources said the White 
House called the meeting of what 
is known ss the combined labor 
war board, consisting of representa­ 
tives of the CIO, the AFL and the 
Independent railroad brotherhoods. 
A spreading restlessness among 
the railroad workers over failure 
to win their wage demands threat­ 
ens to develop into an order for a 
strike poll soon, hut the decision 
Is believed to depend largely on 
the attitude of the five operating 
brotherhoods w h o s e representa­ 
tives meet in Chicago Ute this 
week. 
Whether or not a strike vote is 
taken, authoritative quarters con­ 
sider an authorised strike remote. 
However, the poll may be conduct­ 
ed to relieve the employes’ rest­ 
lessness temporarily and point up 
their dissatisfaction over current 
wage-adjustment negotiations. 
Executives of the IS non-oper­ 
ating unions are considering sev­ 
eral 
possibilities, 
including 
ap­ 
peals to tbs courts and to congress, 
seeking to over-rule Stabilization 
Director Fred M. Vinson, who sst

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—Ameri­ 
can submarines, carrying the war 
even into the home waters of Ja­ 
pan, have sunk or damaged 460 
Japanese vessels since the war be­ 
gan, the navy announced In a com­ 
munique today. 
The figures, contained in a com­ 
munique released by Secretary of 
the Navy Knox at a press confer­ 
ence, Included 148 enemy ships 
not previously listed as struck by 
torpedoes in the war against Jap­ 
anese shipping. 
The navy’s totals shoved that 
319 Japanese ships have been sent 
to the bottom, 36 probably have 
been sunk and 105 others damaged 
since Dec. 7, 1941. 
Knox Explains 
The new reports of sinkings and 
damaging of enemy craft Included 
98 ships sunk, five probably sunk 
and 45 damaged. 
Previous com­ 
muniques had listed 221 as sunk, 
31 probably sunk and (0 as dam­ 
aged. 
Knox, explaining the report of 
149 additional craft sunk or dam­ 
aged, said prompt announcements 
of sinkings by submarines provide 
“means of help to the enemy and 
are withheld for that reason.” 
He added there no longer la any 
Information of value to the enemy 
in the new announcements, which 
means that the submarines that in­ 
flicted the heavy toll have com­ 
pleted their war partrols.

gram. 
In a statem ent Issued by Rep 
Knutson (R) of Minnesota, the Re­ 
publicans proposed a program of 
government economy, Instead of 
farther tax increases. 
The statem ent made no mention 
of sales tax proposals, but one 
Republican member said “that is 
dead.” 
Knutson said his statement was 
issued on behalf of the IO Repub­ 
licans on the 25-member ways and 
means committee. 
In view of known opposition by 
st bloc of Democrats to the admin 
istration’s program, which proposes 
increases In individual and corrpo- 
rate Income rates and larger excise 
levies, the Republican statement 
was viewed aa dealing the death 
blow to the program.

New Coal Crisis Threatened 
As Mine Operators Wrangle

WASHINGTON. Oct. 19—Another coal crisis reared up today. 
Operators disagreed with each other on contract terms, union men 
in some mines stuck to their “no contract, no work” stand and home 
owners who use soft cool already are starting to feel the pinch of 
an incipient shortage. 
Many of the elements which existed last apring—when there were 
three walkouts — were discernible* 
as the war labor board, the oper 
a to rs and the United Mine Workers 
sought terms acceptable all around. 
The government dropped its con­ 
trol of the mines last week, with 
interior Secretary lekes expressing 
a wish that the owners and the 
workers would boost lagging pro­ 
duction.

Army Contracting Officers Hit 
Lindsay Warren, comptroller gen­ 
eral, told the house military com­ 
mittee Monday army contracting 
officers have allowed hundreds of 
erroneous contractors’ claims, In­ 
cluding charges for such Items as 
false teeth, liquor and Jake boxes. 
Warren opposed legislation re­ 
quested by the war department to 
give Its contracting officers ftnal 
and conclusive Jurisdiction In set­ 
tling terminated war contracts.

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City’s Officials Stress 
Need For Passage Of 
I V2 -Mill GarbageTax

Free Collection Assured For Balance 
Of This Year, Though Funds Will 
Be $2,500 Short Of Costs 


, JTree garbage collection until the end of the year Is assured the 
public despite the fact that city garbage department funds will be 
exhausted about Dec. I and that the department will wind up the year 
approximately $2,500 short of its appropriation. 
These facts were asserted by Councilman John Shingler, chairman 
af the finance committee, at the regular meeting of city council Monday 
night during a discussion on the 1%-mill garbage levy to be submitted 
at the Nov. 2 general election. It would run for five years. 
A one-mill tax already is in effect so* that the levy is really a 
renewal with the addition of a half mill, councilmen were reminded. 
Bafety-Service Director William Watkin told councilmen that the 
extra half mill will mean about SO 
cents per thousand dollars of prop­ 
erty evaluation. 
"Compare this with the 26 cents 
par can collection per week, which 
is what we would have to charge if 
the levy does not go through, and 
you will have about $13 yearly 'as 
against 50 cents on $1,000—I think 
you can see why we must all get 
behind this levy and see that it 
goes over,” the director asserted 
It has been pointed out that thee 
weekly average in pre-war times 
for each can of garbage collected 
in a city of comparable size, based 
on operating costs, would be 15 
cents. 
Would Be 25 Cents A Can Now 
However, officials declare that 
rising labor and material costs, on 
the basis of slightly lees than 6,000 
homes here, would boost the week 
ly figure to about 25 cents per can 
per week now. 
Councilman Ross Dorff, also de 
daring that the councilmen should 
“bend every effort to see that the 
thing gets across” declared: 
“I certainly would rather pay 50 
cents on each $1,000 for a whole 
year, than $13. Why, I’d even be 
willing to pay $4 or $5 ae compared 
with the $13 per year it would cost 
without the levy.1 
Councilman William Ridge, who 
told councilmen that the 65 percent 
majority vote needed might be dif­ 
ficult to get, urged his colleagues 
to “do everything possible to see 
that the levy is voted.” 
Councilman John Hill also in 
dor sod the levy and urged council 
mea to active support. 
Must 4Educate Public* 
Councilman Shingler declared it 
council’s duty to “educate” the pub­ 
lic in the comparative costs to each 
person in case of either the levy’s 
passage or failure 
“It’s going to be an increase 
either way,” Mr. Shingler pointed 
put. "Either it will be the smaller 
increase of SO cents on each $1,000 
to be provided by the 11-mill levy 
or it will be about $13 a year. I

The two items of current unpaid 
bills on hand now, plus payrolls 
alone, will eat up virtually the 
limit of authorized expenditures, 
according to city officials.

Safety-Servlce Director Watklu 
told councilmen Monday night that 
the furnace at the Incinerator plant 
is badly In need of repairs, the 
screening inside is completely de­ 
stroyed and a new one needed 
while truck maintenance and re­ 
pair costs are higher than ever. 
Mr. Watkin, who does the pur 


chasing for the department, point 
ed out the ever-rising labor costs, 
material costs, need for repairs 
to the plant itself and similar 
items would take all the money 
brought in by an increased levy 
Though the plant purchased two 
new trucks at a cost of about 
$2,000 earler in the year, and has 
been able to give better service on 
some routes since then, new trucks 
are among the most urgent needs 
of the department, according to 
Mr. McKeever and Mr. Watkin. 
“In the last two years, our labor 
costs have gone steadily up. We’ve 
had $26 increases—and while I’m 
all for that and think the men 
should have their money, still 
we’ve got to find money to meet 
these payrolls.” 
The 1-mill levy, which is ending 
its two-year course, has brought 
in about $11,109 thus far, but the 
second half tax settlement has not 
yet been received, the auditor's 
records show.

Reorganization Of Our Fighting Units After War 
Now Believed Certain; Single Control Is Favored

the war. 
Some arm y air force leaders say 
it could be accomplished now, but 
President Roosevelt is opposed to

stops, on grounds it might disrupt 
the war effort. 
He set forth bis views in a let­ 
ter to Sen. McCarran (D) of Ne­ 
vada, in which he intim ated the 
present autonomous statue of the 
air force within Ute w ar depart 
roent is not the ultim ate status 
possible—th at he seemed to antic! 
pate eventual equality among the 
arm y, navy and air force. 
The President's letter was made 
public tbe same day Sen. Lodge 
(R) of M assachusetts, back from 
a visit to tbe w ar sones, reported 
considerable 
sentim ent 
a m o n g 
arm y and 
navy comm anders In 
the field for unification of the 
fighting forces. 
T hat sentim ent is shared and 
possibly intensified by ranking of­ 
ficers in W ashington. 
The need for reorganisation, in 
their opinion, arise* from expert 
onces in the present war, starting 
with the fact th at when it began 
tbe arm y and navy were duplicat 
lng each other’e work in costly 
and time-oonsumlng ways.

OST of this duplication has 
been eliminated, but lessons 
learned a t the battlefronts still 
point to need for closer coopera­ 
tion. 
Im mediately following

Harbor, American preparations to 
fight, especially in 
the 
Pacific, 
were 
accomplished

enormous confusion. 
Because the arm y and navy were 
functioning as independent forces. 
ships 
actually 
sailed

space. 
At new island bases, ships were 
idle for days because cargo was 
assigned to one service and un­ 
loading 
facilities 
were 
in

hands of the other. 
W ashington orders were neces­ 
sary to perm it the arm y to unload 
the navy’s cargoes, or the navy to 
give a hand to the army. 
Those things ail happened at a 
time when shipping space was at 
a premium on every Allied supply 
line in the world.

T he arm y was using tents in the 
south Pacific and the navy was

All officers with whom I have 
discussed the subject say the old 
style of w arfare never will return. 
From here on, they say, army, 
navy and a ir force m ust fight to­ 
gether or, separated, face defeat. 
They declare this fact m ust be 
worked Into a system of m ilitary 
organization which will carry over 
Into peace years and assure con­ 
tinued cooperation when conflict 
has ceased. 
There Is difference of opinion 
over exactly what should be done. 
THE m ajority view aeema to fa­ 
vor creation of a single de­ 
partm ent of defense, consisting of 
land, sea and air services, heading 
ap In a general staff. 
The departm ent would have a 
single secretary and a staff of 
civilian assistants. 
O ther 
officers

the 
present Joint chiefs-of-staff organ! 
satlon should be welded into a per 
m anent army-navy control, 
with 
the arm y and navy each retaining 
its present independence but co 
operating a t all necessary points 
One war-born organization con 
•idered certain to carry through 
regardless of the system adopted, 
la the joint army-navy staff col­ 
lege, which recently graduated its 
first class. 
These hand-picked leaders have 
been trained in the strategy and 
tactics of land. sea and air fight­ 
ing and groomed 
for staff and 
command assignm ents. 
T he college Is an agency of the 
Joint 
chiefs-of-staff. 
One 
of its 
main purposes is to erase the old 
Hues separating the arm y, navy 
and air forces and establish tbe 
Idea that all are American fight­ 
ing services, bound by the com­ 
mon objectives of victory. 
A 
NOTHER step toward unifica­ 
tion is the system of joint com­ 
mands. 
In 
the Pacific, adm irals 
com­ 
mand land troops and land-based 
air forces. In other areas such as 
North Africa and Australia, gener­ 
als have navies under their oper­ 
ational control. 
Need for continuing this coopera­ 
tion la considered so urgent the 
army already has se t up a com­ 
m ittee to study plans for unifica­ 
tion, and high-ranking officers in 
the navy have it as one of their 
prim ary objectives, too. 
The arm y air force is concerned 
deeply -because, with creation of a 
■ingle departm ent, It alm ost cer­ 
tainly would attain a status fequal 
to th at of the arm y and the navy. 
Moreover, the air force now has 
enough 
experienced 
officers 
to 
complete its staff organization — 
something th at wasn’t true earlier 
in the war — and considers Itself 
ready for independence. 
Principal 
objection 
to 
taking 
such a revolutionary step in war 
time la expressed by officers who 
share President Roosevelt’s view 
that the present system Is work­ 
ing all right and nothing should 
be done now to disturb it.

* This Idea often h a s. been suggested, but It is 
not likely ever to get anywhere because each 
political group always will be hoping it may be 
lucky enough to have the long-termers in its 
ranks. 
The reason I think the long term may be Here 
to stay la th at the next generation of voters will 
be accustomed to seeing the sam e man in the 
W hite House for many years and will not have 
the v en eratio n for the tradition that for a 
century and a half made it apparently hopeless 
for any man to try to be elected president for 
m ore than two term s. 
T he next generation of voters, which is the 
generation now rising 21, has known no other 
president than Franklin Roosevelt since they 
w ere l l and 12 years old. Since a fourth term 
Is better than an even money bet now, the 
generation of voters succeeding the next, or 
the kids now in their teens, will have known 
no other president a t all. 


ABATURE voters of today who did know other 
J.V1 presidents and grew up steeped in the two- 
term tradition will be dead, or aged men and 
women when the oncoming generations are them­ 
selves mature. T heir thoughts on the tradition 
are quite likely to be dismissed as old-fogey 
stuff. Once you shatter a tradition, it la difficult 
to replace It. 
I am not saying that the long term is a good 
thing. I am Just telling you how I think the 
citizens of the future may react to the theory 
they should not elect a president to more than 
two term s when millions of them will have grown 
up, fought a war and perhaps become well ad­ 
vanced la business or professional life under the 
sam e chief executive. 
I know how It is when you try to tell the 
young generation of today how much better 
things w ere In your youth, or what they ought 
to do. Some of the kids who will cast their 
first vote a t the election probably never even 
heard of H erbert Hoover. They know George 
W ashington was our first president, all right, but 
I fear th at telling them W ashington said no 
man should seek the presidency beyond two 
term s scarcely would impress them in the light 
of Mr. Roosevelt's lengthy run. 


t F W ashington’s message did not carry any 
A weight with the m ajority of the m ature voters 
three years ago, why should It im press the kids 
now? As a m atter of fact, W ashington was dis­ 
couraged 
and 
weary 
from 
political 
troubles 
when his second term came to an end, which 
may have been one reason he refused to consider 
a third term and left us with words of wisdom 
on tbe danger of that and also on “entangllnging 
alliances," which do not seem to im press current 
m ature voters, either. 
However, they were remembered a long time 
by other generations of voters. Several presidents 
would have liked third term s but didn’t dare 
defy tradition. G rant served two term s, then after 
^elng out of office four years, tried to get the 
Republican nomination for a 
third term and 
failed, though he started with 3i>4 votes in the 
convention and bad 306 on the 36th and final 
b allo t ' 
Teddy Roosevelt filled out most of McKinley’s 
second term after the latter was assassinated, 
was relected and then subsequently tried for a 
third term on the Bull Moose ticket. He got a 
bad licking. Teddy tried to alibi himself on the 
third term tradition by saying he really was 
elected president only once, but that \vas one 
tim e a Roosevelt alibi did not work.

Simplified Vote Laws 
Asked So Servicemen 
May Ballot In 1944

ST. LOUIS, Mo., O ct 19—Edward 
J. Hummel, Ohio's secretary of 
astate, asked Monday for simpliflca 
tion of voting laws so men in the 
armed services might . ballot in 
1944. 
In an address prepared for th^ 
National Association of Secretaries 
of State conference, Hummfel said 
Ohio election laws “make it dlffi 
cult, if not impossible for any great 
number of the members of the 
armed forces to vote in Ohio be 
cause of time,” and asked delegates 
to offer suggestions for a solution. 
Hummel said these eight steps 
are necessary before an Ohio sol 
dier or sailor could cast an absent 
voter’s ballot: 
(I) Writes to election board for 
registration 
card; 
(9) 
election 
board sends card; 
(8) applicant 
fills in card and returns it to board; 
(4) writes board for absent voter’s 
ballot; (5) board sends application 
for absent voter’s ballot; (6) appli­ 
cant fills in and returns applica­ 
tion; (7) board sends ballot and 
(8), applicant 
returns completed 
ballot to election board. 
“These requirements make It ob­ 
vious,” he said, “why such a small 
number of Ohioans in the armed 
forces were able to cast their votes 
in last year's election.” 
Regarding a proposal to legalise 
servicemen's voting by V-mail, he 
said he is at a loss to understand 
how that could be worked out satis­ 
factorily to comply with various 
state laws, since “it seems to me 
that the secrecy of the ballot is 
one of the bulwarks of our present 
voting system.” 
Citing bureau of census figures, 
Hummel said Ohioans in the armed 
services cast 7,000 votes in 1942— 
Heaviest balloting by servicemen of 
any state—but that most states did 
not reach a total of 2.000 votes. 


Civilian Food Stock 
To Be Smaller In ’44 


Bv Th* Am m U M P r u . 
WASHINGTON, O ct 19—Civilian 
food supplies may be somewhat 
smaller next year, the bureau of 
agricultural economics has report­ 
ed, although production probably 
will be equal or exceed this year’s 
record prospects. 
Analysing production goals set 
recently by the war food adminis­ 
tration, 
the bureau 
said 
there 
should continue to be an abundant 
supply of cereals1 and as large a 
per capita supply as this year of 
chickens, eggs, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, potatoes, dried beans 
and peas. 
Shorter allowances of meats and 
dairy'products are predicted while 
Supplies of foodstuffs and oils as 
a group are expected to be main 
tained at the ration levels of recent 
months. 
There probably will be smaller 
civilian supplies of canned fruiti 
and vegetables in the first half o! 
1944, but in the second half the 
supply may be larger than in the 
corresponding period this year 
Military, lend-lease 
and other 
noncivilian requirements probably 
will more than offset any increase 
in production, the bureau explained. 
The bureau estimated total food 
product'on this year to be 5 percent 
above last jre&r and 32 percent 
above the 1935-39 average. 
Tire Situation Seen 
Still Critical’ By OPA 
Chester Bowles, OPA’s “general 
manager”, has taken a swing at 
estimating the amount of the tire 
shortage for the rest of 1943. 
Mr. Bowles has called the turn 
at 8,000,000 tires, explaining that A 
total of 25 million new and used 
tires will be needed this year to 
keep the most essential autos oper­ 
ating. 
The WPB can promise only 17 
million.

Combined Troubles Keep 
Civilian Butter Low
